For the year ending, August, 1902, 
Four schools, three terms each, at Parker Hill, Tinkerville, 


Moulton Hill and Pond were maintained. Whole number of 
different pupils registered 78 ; girls 39, boys 39 ; number under 
six years of age 5 ; number between six and .sixteen years of 
age 72 ;average membership 59 ; average attendance 49 ; great- 
est number of scholars in any school 27.; least nuraber 4. 
Number of official visits by members of the schoolboard 25 ; 
number of visits by citizens 135. 

The number of children in town between the ages of five 
and sixteen years, as enumerated in April is, girls 37; boys 43 ; 
total $o. 

Forty Tarbell’s introductory geographies, thirty complete 
New England edition and four outline maps of New Hamp- 
have been purchased. 

It is gratifying to report a good interest in our schools, 
efficient work on the part of teachers and good progress in the 
‘branches taught. 

We would urge the necessity of keeping up our appropri- 
ations for school purposes. The following statement by the 
State superintendent will be of interest : ‘ Vour school tax. for 
the year 1902 is $2.84 on $1,000, ranking the 221st in the 
State. There isno trouble with your reports; the State does 
not undertake to relieve towns of taxation but to assist them in 
‘obtaining better educational facilities. With 200 places in the 
State taxing themselves more heavily your people can readily 
understand. that they are not included in the 72 towns receiv- 
ang a share of the State appropriation.”
